SOMtKACW  COSCKIlNtMl  Tilt:  KXTKNT 
AND  TDltPOSKS  Of  TIIK  OROANIZATIOS. 

The  Knights  of  Labor,  said  to  com- 
prise 200,000  men,  are  now  holding  nn 
annual  session  in  Philadelphia.  Some- 
thing of  the  ob|ecta  of  the  organization 
may  be  learned  from  the  following 
poiuts,  token  lroin  the  talk  of  n  geutle- 
man  well  informed  on  the  subject : 

The  present  meeting  is  what  some 
members  of  tho  order  are  food  of  call- 
ing its  regular  annual  parliamcul.  The 
Knights  ol  Labor  constitute  a  federa- 
tive body,  divided  into  local  assem- 
blies, extending  throughout  tbc  United 
States,  nnd  numbering,  it  is  claimed, 
200,000  persons.  In  this  member- 
ship lucre  are  4000  local  assemblies. 
The  richest  trades  union  organiza- 
tion belonging  to  this  association  is 
that  ol  the  glass-workers.  The  shoe- 
makers, whose  connection  with  trades 
unions  has  generally  not  been  success- 
ful, are  now  organized  in  this  body 
as  District  Assembly,  No.  30,  and  have 
branches  in  all  the  leading  cities  ot 
this  country  »nd  Kogland.  There  are 
two  forms  ot  organization  in  the  Knights 
of  Labor — one  of  trades  hy  thamsclvcs 
and  the  other  of  difforent  trades  unions 
meeting  together  as  mixed  assemblies. 
Tho  Knights  of  Labor,  as  such,  dis- 
courage strikes,  but  contrihute  to  the 
support  of  those  who  nre  engaged  in  a 
lockout.  For  this  purpose  some  five 
cents  a  mouth  is  assessed  upon  all 
members  of  the  order.  The  headquar- 
ters of  the  order  arc  in  Philadelphia, 
where  it  has  regular  offices  and  an  ex- 
ecutive committee.  The  Chairmau  of 
that  executive  committee  is  Frank  II. 
Foster  of  Haverhill,  Mass.,  editor  of 
he  Daily  Laborer,  which  is  the  official 
organ  of  the  shoemakers'  district  ai- 
semhly,  and  the  only  daily  paper  in  th« 
United  States  under  the  control  of  the 
Knights  of  Labor.  Some  of  the  ques- 
tions under  consideration  at  Philadel- 
phia affect  the  charnclcr  of  the  organ  i- 
cation  itself.  One  proposition  is  that  the 
body  shall  be  made  secret.  Anelhcr 
ia  that  there  shall  be  an  inner  degree  to 
which  alone  secrecy  f  hall  apply.  The 
prohahility  is  that  thcro  will  be  a  com- 
promise, and  that  as  to  the  more  pub- 
lie  acts  of  the  Knights  there  will  be  a 
pnrtial  pnhliciiy  given.  The  leaders 
fnvor  the  policy  of  not  connecting  them- 
selves with  any  political  organization, 
hut  seek  to  nccomplisb  their  purpesc 
by  working  through  all  parties.  The 
subject  of  cooperation  is  also  uudcr 
consideration  by  the  Kuighta  at  pres- 
cdU  There  is  a  stroog  party  am 
to  carry  out  the  idea  of  Henry 
Sharp  ol  New  York,  who  proposes  an 
extensive  system  ot  cooperation  among 
tbo  consumers  rather  than  among  pro- 
ducers. The  purpose  is  to  coufloe  the 
operations  of  the  proposed  coopcrati' 
system  entirely  to  the  order  itscll.  The 
organization  takes  great  interest  it 
appointment  of  a  ebiefof  tbc  ucw  labor 
bureau,  and  will  probably  not  be  satis- 
fied if  the  President  selects  for  that  po- 
sition a  gentleman  who  is  a  mere  statis- 
tician and  whe  has  no  practical  rclntion 
to  the  wage  working  classes.  Resolu- 
tions relatiog  to  this  subject  have  been 
prepared  and  wfll  be  considered  in  se- 
cret meetings  of  the  parliament  of  the 
Knights  of  Labor.  Weii

THE  KNOUT. 

Tho  following  is  the  way  of  administering 
tho  knont:  Conceive,  reader,  a  robust  man, 
full  of  lifo  and  health.  This  man  is  con- 
demned to  rocolvo  nfly  or  one  hundred  blows 
of  the  knont  Ho  is  conducted,  half  naked, 
to  tho  place  obosen  for  this  kind  of  execu- 
tion; his  hands  are  bound  together,  with  tho 
palms  laid  flat  against  one  anothor;  tho  cords 
are  breaking  lib  wrists,  bnt  no  one  pays  tho 
slightest  attention  to  that  IIo  is  loil  flat  on 
a  frame,  inclined  diagonally,  and  et  tbo  ex- 
tremities of  which  are  fixed  iron  rings ;  his 
hands  ore  fastened  to  one  end  of  the  frame, 
and  his  feet  to  the  other;  be  is  then  stretched 
in  snch  a  manner  that  bo  cannot  make  a 
single  movement,  just  as  an  eel's  skin  is 
stretched  in  order  to  dry.  This  act  of 
stretching  the  victim  causes  his  bones  to 
crack  and  dislocates  them.  What  docs  that 
mntterl  In  n  little  time  bin  bones  wfll  crack 
and  be  dislocated  in  n  very  different  manner. 
At  a  distance  of  flve-and-twanty  paces  stands 
another  man.  It  is  the  pnblie  executioner. 
With  both  hands  he  grasps  the  instrument  ef 
punishment— n  knout  This  knont  consists 
of  a  thong  of  thick  leather,  ant  inn  triangular 
form,  from  fonr  to  five  yards  long  and  an 
inch  wide,  tapering  off  at  ono  end  and  broad 
at  the  other;  tho  small  end  fastened  to  a  little 
wooden  handlo  abont  two  foot  long  The 
signal  is  given.  The  executioner  advances  a 
few  steps,  holding  tho  knont  in  both  hands, 
while  the  long  thong  drags  along  the  ground 
between  his  legs.  On  coming  abont  thrco  or 
four  paces  from  tho  prisoner  ho  raises  the 
knont  toward  tho  top  of  bis  head,  and  then 
draws  it  down  with  rapidity  toward  bis  knees, 
The  thong  flies  and  whistles  through  tho  eir, 
and  descending  en  tho  body  of  tbo  victim 
s  around  It  liko  n  hoop  of  iron.  In 
spite  of  his  state  of  tension  the  poor  wrotch 
Is  as  if  ho  were  submitted  to  tho  power- 
ful grasp  of  galvanism. 

Tho  oxccutlener  retraces  his  steps  and  re- 
peats tho  same  operation  as  many  times  si 
there  are  blows  to  bo  inflicted.  Y>"hcn  th« 
thong  envelops  tho  body  with  its  odges,  the 
flesh  and  muscles  are  literally  cat  into  strips,  - 
as  if  with  a  razor,  bnt  when  It  falls  flat,  then 
tho  bones  crack;  the  flesh,  in  tlutt  case,  it 
not  cut,  bnt  crushed  and  ground,  nnd  the 
blood  sports  ont  in  all  directions.  The  suf- 
ferer becomes  green  and  blue,  liko  a  body  in 
late  of  decomposition.  He  is  now  r» 
'od  to  the  hospital,  where  ovcry  caro  it 
taken  of  him,  and  is  afterward  sent  to  Si- 
beria, where  be  disappears  forever  in  the 
bowels  of  the  cartb.  The  knout  is  filial,  il 
the  justice  of  tho  czar  or  of  tho  executioner 
desires  it  to  bo  so.

Tho  pronrc.»s 
in  lhis  country  toward  a  secular  Suudny 
has  brought  with  it  an  euormeus  expan 
siooofwork  over  ground  sacred  k 
rest.  The  number  of  people  wlio  lie 
down  on  Sunday  uijlit^Avlug  louod  it 
the  hardoat  and  most  weary  day  of  nil 
the  seven,  is  fur  greater  than 
Every  railwny  line  thnt  is  brought  by 
outside  pressure  to  ru.u  iu  trnius 
Sundny  irapliaa  „n  addition  to  the  worn 
and  fngged-out  host  who,  on  Mcjii- 
day,  rise  unrclrcshed,  not  lo  bogiu  the 
labor  of  a  new  week,  hut  to  drag  on 
though  the  endless  rouud  of  life's  un- 
broken toil.

A  RUSSIAN  JACK  BllElTABn. 

The  eolchraiod  "Hobbor  of  the  South, " 
Mnruni,  hns  long  been  the  terror  of  Southern 
Russia.  His  career  of  crimo  commenced 
twenty  years  ago,  bat  his  principal  laurels 
havo  boen  gained  since  ho  fled  from  Tomsk 
and  turned  up  afresh  in  tbe  sccno  of  his 
formor  triumphs  two^ears  ago.  Organizing 
a  band  of  robbers,  and  arming  tbcm  with 
Bcrtlan  rifles  and  revolvers,  he  roamed  about 
tho  country,  murdering  in  his  course  as  many 
as  bixlj-flvo  persons.  Caught  at  uwt,through 
Iho  treachery  of  a  mistress,  bo  was  convoyed 
to  Niooloeff  and  looked  np  In  prison,  thore 
pending  judicial  examination.  Although 
famous  as  n  prison  breaker,  tho  authorities 
appear  to  have  pat  no  special  watch  over 
him,  nnd  in  consequence  ho  nearly  escaped 
by  digging  n  subterranean  passago  ono  hun- 
dred f cot  long  from  his  cell  to  tho  onter  wall 
Prison  excavations  are  so  common  in  Russia 
that  tho  only  merit  about  Mamnl's  was  the 
length  of  U ;  bnt  it  was  an  uncommon  feature 
In  his  case  that  ho  should  havo  been  dis- 
covered at  last  through  tho  treachery  of 
follow-prisoner,  since  honor  provaUs  among 
Uiioves  in  Russia  as  olsewhero,  and  tho  traitor 
would  himself  havo  bod  a  chance  of  oscapo 
with  tho  rest  as,  soon  as  tho  passagt 
ishctL  Rebuffed  in  this  attempt,  Mamai 
waited  awhUo,  and  then  ono  afternoon,  when 

poUccman  camo  to  his  cell,  ho  threw  him 
down,  gagged  him,  and  donned  bis  uniform. 
Tho  following  day,  having  exchanged  Die 
uniform  for  a  peasant's  dress,  ho  • 
market  and  choosing  tho  best  i 
its  driver,  drove  away  to  Kherson.  Here

Jiouldcr  and  said:

On  this  stage 
when  tho  reporter  was  present,  William  Se- 
bastian, proprietor  of  tho  ninsctun,  gat,  with 
n  reflector  lighting  him  np  as  brightly  as 
possible.  In  tbo  oven,  upon  n  black  cloth 
ond  with  another  block  cloth  reaching  np 
Uicm  to  the  neck,  Manager  Sockctt  and 
the  reporter  lay  upon  tho  floor  with  their 
beads  to  the  nnditorinm  and  tho  lights  from 
tho  gas-jets  on  each  ot  the  four  sides  of  tho 
burning  at  full  blazo  upon  them,  n 
curved  shield  being  used  to  prevent  tho  light 
from  playing  on  tbo  glass  plate.  Mr.  Sack- 
ett's  head  and  tho  reporter's  rested  on  wooden 
blocks  at  the  proper  angle  to  givo  tho  ap- 
pearance of  growing  ont  of  the  sido  of  Se- 
bastian's neck.  When  everything  was  ready 
the  ourtnins  wore  drawn  from  the  front  of 
tho  box  and  tho  ilia ion  was  complete ;  a 
three-headed  man,  two-thirds  showman  and 
one-third  journalist,  mot  tbo  beholder's  eye- 
Mr.  Sebastian's  figure  as  ho  oat  upon  the 
chair  on  the  platform  behind  tho  gas  was 
tally  revealed,  bat  it  was  impossible  tc 
wbero  tho  beads  joined,  for  thoy  all  looked 
as  if  they  belonged  to  tho  some  body.  Turn- 
ing off  tho  lights  reflecting  on  Sebastian 
caused  his  head  to  disappear,  and  in  the 
somo  woy  tho  reporter's  and  Mr.  Sockott's 
heads  wore  suddenly  removed  from  view.

AUSTRALIA. 


It  is  but  n  little  over  n  contnry  since 
first  horse  was  imported  into  Sydney,  Aus- 
tralia, and  whethor  this  cquino  prodigy, 
the  first  settlers  regarded  him,  camo  from 
Valparaiso  or  from  tho  Capo  of  Good  Hop* 
is  still  a  dispnted  qnostion.  Not  many  years 
elapsed  from  the  introduction  ot  horses  to  a 
country  wbero  soil,  climato  and  geography 
lend  thrjmsolvcs  admirably  to  tho  propaga- 
tion ot  the  race  beforo  a  tow  specimons 
escaped  into  the  circumjacent  hush,  whore 
they  bred  and  multiplied  with  amazing  rapi- 
dity. The  result  is  that  thousands  and  tens 
of  thousands  of  horses  now  run  wild  in  Aus- 
tralia, and  (specially  In  Queensland  and  tho 
northern  districts  of  New  South  Wales. 
They  are,  for  tho  most  part,  spindlo-shauked, 
flat-aided,  cat-hammrxl,  straight-shouldered 
brutes,  which,  nccortUng  to  Mr.  A.  C.  Grant, 
tho  Uvely  author  of  "  Bash  Lifo  in  Queen- 
land,"  would  bo  door  if  purchased  nt  Al- 
dridgo'i  for  two  pounds  oplooc.

At  the  mansion  music  and  refreshments  ol 
all  kinds  are  furnished  and  the  staWe  sup- 
pl.es  acoimmodatious  for  n  great  unmbcr 
nf  carri»«e». 

Across  the  river  uearly  oppoalle  here  In 
lhe  West  Park.  ab«nt  half  a  uillo  above 
Ibe  sile  of  the  Centcunial  Kvhihitlon  Is 
ltclmont,  the  hirthplace  and  life  residence 
•f  Judge  refers,  the  patriolie  .ecrv'tary 
of  the''noard  of  Wax"  dnring  the  ltc\-olu- 
:bo  on  account  of  difference  of  polit- 
ical opinion  at  lhe  time  became  severed 
hla  father.  Win.  Peters,  an  Knglish- 
hy  whnm  this  mansion  was  erected 
4S  and  who  al  the  Revolution,  still 
adhering  to  tbe  Crown  returned  to  Eng- 
land where  he  died,  while  his  son  Richard 
t Judge  Peter*)  reg-irdless  of  family  or  so- 
remained  and  joined  the 
cause  of  tho  colonies.      Tbe  manifold 
beunUee.  of  this  fine  old  place  ran  hardly 
crpralsed,  the  situation  being  00a  of 
the  most  lovely  to  be  found  within  the 
Park.    A  snr|uusingly  beantifnl  view  of 
he  serpentine  Schuylkill  spanned  by  Its 
fine  bridges  and  dotted  beveled  there  with 
small  steamers  and  other  pleaanra  boats. 

Hall,  Horticultural  Hall,  iclles 
of  the  late  exhlhitton.  Laurel  Hall  cemo- 
,with  I  la  wealth  of  natural  and  monu- 
mental beauties.  George's  Hill,  the  inm- 
tnll  of  which  over  two  hundred  feet  above 
a  grand  center  for  carriages  on 
ons.  The  Belmont  Reservoir 
adjoining  aud  a  charming  glimpse  of  the 
grval  city  wilh  Its  splendid  spires  and 
domes  and  of  Glrard  College  among  the 
st  away  In  the  distance  nil  may  here  be 
ad. 

The  old  mansion  itself,  allhongh  Indeed 
somewhat  altered  and  enlarged,  still,  in 
many  respects,  remains  the  same  as  left  by 
ilge  Peters  as  bis  death  in  I  SOB  and  is 
ile  a  characteristic  specimen  of  bejt 
ilass  American  country  dwellings  of  tbe 
last  century.  The  historical  assncinlions 
connected  with  Belmont  combined  w  till  Us 
are  pictorcsqne  loveliness  and  superior ad- 
anlagesror  quiet,  agrreahle  Intercourse 
with  friends  or  acquaintances  In  tbe  open 
air  under  the  shade  of  fine  old  trees,  tho 
[■lea-iD re  heightened  by  Inspiring  strains  of 
musie  provided  afternoons  nnd  evenings 
during  tbe  summer,  the  animated  scene 
and  the  pleasing  sense  of  restful  enjoyment 
with  nothing  in  the  surroundings  to  offend 
make  this  indeed  a  choice  slopping  place 
for  stranger  and  citizen  alike.  Ilere  one 
may  not  only  enjoy  the  present  bnt  will 
find  moeh  to  recall  events  of  the  past  aud 
of  great  men  now  gone  hence.  Washing- 
ton the  warm  personal  friend  of  Jndgc 
Peters  often  visited  here  and  some  of  the 
tree*  now  .landing  are  said  to  have  been 
planted  by  htm.  Lafayette  when  in  Phil- 
adelphia and  also  Louis  Philippe  and  many 
other  distinguished  meu  from  ohroad  in 
variuna  walks  of  life  have  been  guents  ot 
BchsooL 

Among  others,  wbo  fn  bygone  days  re- 
ceived Judge  Peters'  Lo-pltali'-.y,  yas  John 
Penn,  the  governor,  Benjamin  Pranklln, 
John  Adams,  and  the  great  author  of  the 
Dec laratioo— Thomas  Jefferson.  Indeed, 
most  of  tbe  noted  personages  of  the  hut 
century,  have  sometime  been  entertained 
al  Belmout  mansion.  Two  miles  fnrther 
up  lhe  Schuylkill,  after  crossing  the  Falls 
Brlilge,  we  reach  tbe  month  of  the  roman- 
tic Wissahlckon,  a  hraneh  of  the  Schuyl- 
kill. Thl.  Is  the  upper  lauding  plate  of 
the  river  steamers,  known  aa  Riverside 
Cnllke  the  otfa^r  resorts  spoken  of,  thl. 

The 
mansion  house  belug  situated  qnlle  near 
tbe  river  bank,  nnd  surrounded  by  hand- 
somely .haded  grounds,  and  provided 
with  swings,  shooilug  galleries,  Ae.,  for 
Ibo  amusement  of  the  mass.-..
